covered. Having discovered it, men, peering 

with crude instruments across almost two 
billion miles of space, computed the course in the 
heavens it would have to take. But after watching 
its movement for many years, they became aware 
that it was not following this course. 


[' THE year 1781 the planet Uranus was dis- 


Two young men, a Frenchman named Leverrier 
and an English college student named John Couch 
Adams, neither aware of the work of the other, 
determined to figure out why. To do this, they did 
not turn a telescope on the skies. They went to 
work on the problem in their minds. And there, 
in their minds, without looking at the sky at all, 
they found the answer. 

The only way to account for the deviation in the 
orbit of Uranus, they said, was that out beyond 
Uranus, there must be, undiscovered and un- 
known, yet another planet. Not only that, but this 
planet had to be in a certain spot in the heavens! 

When the astronomers at the Berlin observa- 
tory turned their telescope on that spot, there, al- 
most three billion miles away, too small for naked 
eye to see, no more than a drop of light in a tele- 
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scope, right where the two young men had said 
it had to be, there the planet which we call Nep- 
tune, was. 

What is man, what is this mind of man’s that 
through the power of thought can reach across the 
blind vasts of space, where eye has not penetrated 
and declare what must be there? Or in our own 
day reaches down into the depthless abyss of the 
infinitesimal and by manipulating imponderable 
particles that man’s eye has never seen but man’s 
mind declares must be there, releases unbelievable 
energies. 

We are ourselves like Uranus. We think we 
know our nature and what may be expected of us. 
Then, we discover that we do not know our- 
selves at all; we do not follow the predicted 
course. Beyond the Uranus of our conscious, 
sentient, reasoning nature—the “me” that eye 
can see and ear can hear—lies yet some farther 
Neptune that we must discover before we can 
say, “That am I.” 

What am I? 

I am aware of my personal limitations. My in- 
adequacies are plain enough. If I look without, I 
come quickly to my finger tips, my toenails, my 
hair. If I look within, I come quickly to the end 
of my knowledge. Beyond this little island stretch 
outer space and inner spacelessness. 
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Yet, fire on the farthest outpost of the patriot’s 
country, and you have fired on him. Where then 
does a man stop? And where does a man begin? 
Joan of Arc, burned at the stake, remained rational 
and calm, praying to the end. 

Is this obvious fellow then—this conscious self 
I am usually so conscious of—what I really am? 
Is this my true self? Or is this simply part of me, 
one aspect of me, as my hand is part of me, or my 
heart, or the invisible wisdom that takes care of 
the manufacture of red blood cells in my bone 
marrow, or that in me which flashes ideas into my 
conscious mind for it to form into a poem? 

The truth is that I am not thought, not body, 
not passion, not feeling, not appetite, not emotion, 
not will, not conscious mind, not subconscious 
mind, not any of these things, nor all of them, 
but more. 

I am not to be explained in psychological, nor 
economic, nor social, nor political, nor biological, 
nor religious terms. All of these explain aspects 
of my nature, but aspects only. Separately and al- 
together, they are not enough. I am yet more. 

How much is a man! 

His mind can hold the heavens, all the galaxies 
that spangle space with stars, yet not be full. Is 
light swift? His thought can outstrip it. Who shall 
measure the height of his mind or the depth of

his heart that can feel clear to the heart of being 
and know its oneness there with every living 
thing? And how shall we speak of the spirit of 
man save to say that it is one with the Spirit of 
God? As to man’s powers, when we consider what 
they have done, is there anything that we dare to 
put beyond them ? 

Men converse across an ocean; they sit in San 
Francisco and watch events taking place in New 
York; they fly faster than sound; they cook with- 
out fire and cool without ice; they see through 
night and fog; they make their houses cool by 
summer and warm by winter and luminous by 
night; they probe the atom and put its power to 
work; they explore universes billions of light years 
distant; they heal disease; they lengthen life; they 
drain marshes and push back the sea; they make 
the desert bloom and the wilderness into a garden; 
they yoke the tides and waterfalls. 

What is man that he should do all this? 

What is a Mozart who writes a concerto at 
eight? or a Grandma Moses who paints a master- 
piece at eighty? or a Goethe who at eighteen or 
eighty-two produces inspired works? 

Do you dare assert, “But I am not such as 
these” ? 

No man knows the strength of his body to do 
and bear, the reach of his mind to imagine and 
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perceive, the capacity of his heart to love, the 
power of his spirit to change his world. 

Is there anyone, even the most self-despising 
man, who has not sometime thought, “I can’t do 
that’’—and in the light of his past performance he 
could not do it—but then, suddenly he found that 
he was doing it? 

I have seen men and women find healing when 
there seemed no way for them to be healed, and 
supply when there seemed no means of supply; 
and I have seen them bring peace to situations and 
to hearts where there seemed to be no hope but 
of war. I have seen them lose their possessions or 
their dear ones or suffer crippling illness, even 
blindness, and find that they had the resilience to 
meet the loss so that it became not the end of life 
but a new beginning. I have seen them keep on 
when they had nothing left except the spirit to 
keep on. 

It is not only when I see a Mozart or a Grand- 
ma Moses that I sense greatness. I sense it when I 
look at any man, even a beggar. For this too is 
man with all a man’s potentialities, with thoughts 
that may rise as high as truth, longings that may 
reach as far as God, powers that may extend to the 
limits of faith. All this is there. I know it, and the 
better I get to know the man, the more certainly I 
know it. Under the husks, there it is. 
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And the man knows it too. For a beggar might 
change places with a king, change his rags for the 
king’s robe, his ignorance for the king’s knowl- 
edge, his weakness for the king’s power, but his 
self for the king’s self? Never. Why not? Because 
he knows deep down in his inmost reality, in the 
deep center of his being, in the real self of him- 
self, ‘‘I am the very best that is!” 

How shall anyone say of himself or another, 
“This am I, no more’? Did one do a deed? An- 
other shall do as much and more. He who did 
most of all men said, “The works that I do shall 
he do also; and greater works than these shall he 
do.” And He said, “If ye have faith . . . nothing 
shall be impossible unto you.” 

One night outside of Houston, Texas, a truck 
crashed into a tree, pinning the driver, uncon- 
scious, in the twisted steel of the capsized cab, 
which caught fire. Two trucks were hooked to 
each end of the wreck to try to straighten it out 
so that the doors could be gotten open and the 
driver removed. But without success. Men at- 
tacked the doors with crowbars, but could not pry 
them open. Meanwhile, the fire reached the feet 
of the driver. 

Then out of the dark stepped a man. He took 
hold of the door of the truck, that four trucks 
and men with crowbars had not been able to open, 
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and he tore it from its hinges. He reached inside, 
bent back the steering wheel, plucked out of the 
floor as if they were straws the brake and clutch 
pedals in which the driver’s feet were caught, and 
with his bare hands beat out the flames. 

Still they could not get the driver out. So he 
wedged himself into the cab and began to 
straighten up. Those who were there said that they 
could hear the steel popping as the roof rose, and 
the man kept pushing up that steel roof till eager 
hands were able to reach in and remove the driver. 

Without a word, the man disappeared then. 
But they found him a few days later. He was a 
colored man named Charles Dennis Jones. When 
they asked him how he had been able to do what 
he had done, he said, simply, “You never know 
what you can do till you see another man hurting.” 
It is not only Charles Dennis Jones who has power 
in him to help the hurting. It is everyone of us. 

The simple words of this man point the way to 
find this power in ourselves. It is to forget our- 
selves and think about others. To find ourselves 
we must lose ourselves. For we come to ourselves 
only when we go beyond ourselves and give our- 
selves to something more, to other men and wom- 
en or to God. 

We come to ourselves most often in prayer, for 
in prayer we go beyond our little self to the great 
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Selflessness, which is perhaps the best name for 
our true identity. 

Identify yourself with God, as Jesus did. Give 
your mind to God, your heart, your life to God, 
and you will find that God gives Himself through 
you, His mind your mind, His heart your heart, 
His life your life. 

You have powers you never knew you had. You 
are more than you have thought yourself to be. 
Believe! 

A bird flies into a room. We open all the win- 
dows and try to edge it toward one. But often 
it continues to flutter blindly from corner to cor- 
ner. Yet the windows are open. Nothing restrains 
it but itself. The whole sky beckons if it will but 
fly forth. 

So we flutter about the little room in which we 
find ourselves, come to blind corners in our rea- 
soning, beat vainly against the windowpanes that 
are our senses. Yet the windows of our faith are 
open upon infinity itself, if we will but fly forth. 

When the littleness in us grows less, the great- 
ness increases. When we are no longer bound to 
selfish ends, we are free. 

When the separateness in us is dissolved, we 
are at one. 

When we let go our limitations, we find our- 
selves beyond them. 








Beyond them is God. 

As beyond a wave there is the sea and as the 
wave is not separate from the sea but extends back 
into the sea and shares the sea’s strength, so be- 
yond body, beyond mind, there is the selfless self 
where each man knows that he is not separate and 
little and powerless but one with the Good Om- 
nipotent itself. It is here that each man knows, 
“I am the very best that is!”
